My friend, Mr. Robert Dodd, of Sligo, 
sends me a cOD\ of the Sliqo Journal of 
April 10th, 1840, from which I have been 
glean some very interesting in- 
formation about the north-western town. 
It is difficult to believe, for example, that 
nearly one hundred vears ago Sligo was an 
Atlantic port. Yet I see by an advertise- 
ment in the Journal that ‘‘ the first class 
Brig, Jessev—Jackson, Commander—vwill 
for New York on or about the 28th 
of April.’’” ‘‘ Her accommodation,’”’ 
told. “will be found to afford 
as she is six feet between decks. 
her berths roomy. and the Master an able 
and experienced seaman.’’ Furthermore. 
“the Eliza Anne will sail for Quebec about 
the 20th April; the Hibernia, also for 
Quelfec, about the 4th Mav: The Alexander. 
for St. John, on April 27th. and the Bell. 
for St. John, also on May 4th. In addition 
to these. the Nicholson and the Constitu- 
tion both are ready for sea.” In those days 
Sligo even boasted her own ships: for the 
baraue Industry. of that town. com- 
manded by Thomas Barrett. sailed “for 
Quebec in April, as well as three other 
ships—Centenary, Argo and Jane. 


A Rrish Crade.

Naval Promotions. 


The announcement of the promotion of 
Commander James Figgins to the rank of 


| captain in the Royal Navy reminds me 


that the schemes for granting commissions 


|} in the Services to men from the lower 


ranks are not nearly so well known as 
they might be in this country. Com- 
mander Figgins was made a “ mate ” in 
the R.N. under the scheme introduced 
by Mr. Churchill when First Lord of 
the Admiralty in 1913, and has the dis- 
tinction to-day of being the first able sea- 
man to reach the rank of captain in the 
Navy. The scheme for granting commis- 
sions in the Army has been a great suc- 
cess since its introduction some eizht years 
ago. The regulations necessitate educa- 
tional quzlifications up to matriculation 
standard, service as corporal in the ranks 
for two vears, and the passing of an 
examination by interview and selection at 
the War Office. The successful candidates 
are then. entered at the Royal Military 
College, Sandhurst, for three terms and 
have all fees paid, an allowance made by 
Government for uniform and outfit, as 
well as their regular corporal’s pay, and 


| are gazetted to commissions in the ordi- 


nary way. Some two hundred officers in 
the Army have passed through Sandhurst 
in this way—most of them public school- 
boys who could not afford the ‘‘ stiff ” fees 
at the College.

SENATOR JOHNSON’S VIEW. 


Writing in An Dion, the organ of the Post 
Office Workers’ Union, Senator Thomas John- 
son welcomes the proposals contained in the 
Free State Government’s new Housing Act. 
“With a Government willing to continue the 
financial assistance now available,” he states. 
“the housing problem will be well on the 
way to solution five years from now.” 

When introducing the bill. he savs. 
Minister expressed a hope that all 
improperly housed would be provided for 
within ten years, but since then it had 
been indicated that every effort would be 
made to reduce the period to five years, or to 
seven at the most. It was planned that one- 
fourth of the total requirements—about 18.250 
houses—should be provided in the first three 
years, and that the building rate achieved in 
the third year would be maintained in the 
following years, until the task was completed, 
As it happened, the rate was greater than 
had been anticipated, for 11,100 houses 
already had been erected out of the 18.250 
houses which it was calculated to build in 
three years. 

‘There is good reason to believe,” he 
states. “that, tak ing the country as a whole, 
the three years’ plan will have been accom- 
plished by the end of the second year.”

PERFECT BRONZE AXE-HEAD. 


While a farmer’s son named Harrington. 
living at Goulane. Kilmacowen, Castletown- 
bere, Co. Cork, was digging in a field he 
uncovered a bronze axe in perfect condition. 
weighing 18 ozs., measuring 64 ins. from pole 
edge to lower cutting edge, with width of 
pole edge one inch and lower edge 2} ins. 
Che axe, which is estimated at over 2,000 
vears old, belongs to a period before the axe 
haft was fitted into an ‘‘eye,”’ and has'a 
ridge at each side, and also a ridge on the 
back and front, apparently for tying on a 
split handle. Except for the small pit holes 
made by rust, the weapon, which is a fine 
specimen of ancient craftsmanship, is as per- 
fect as when it was made 

There are several hundreds of copper or 
bronze (the terms are generally used more or 
less interchangeably) axes at the National 
Museum in Dublin extending over the 
entire bronze age. The earliest of these 
belong to about 1800 B.C., and later speci- 
mens, which cover a period of abont one 
thousand years, show the developments that 
took place in the manufacture of these in- 
struments.

One of them reports greatly 
expanding sales, with a substantial increase 
in profits; the other tells of export business 
reaching a “ record “” figure in the company's 
history. 
Mr. A. SS. Butler, chairman of the de 
Havilland Company, was able to talk of the 
most successful year in the company’s 
records, marked by an expansion in net profits 
from little more than £2.000 in 1932 to 
approximately £63,000 in 1933. He spoke 
of the ready sales of the more recent de 
Havilland products, in particular of the twin 
engined ‘‘ Dragon,” and of the single-engined 
' Fox Moth,’ “Tiger Moth’’ and ‘** Moth” 
light biplanes. First deliveries of the new 
“Leopard Moth ' monoplane had, he said. 
been made. The machine, with equal power 
provided better performance, more carrying 
capacity and more comfort than its pre 
decessor. He indicated that a very large 
proportion of the company’s business was 
done in open competition abroad—proof 
sufficient of the qualities of these fine British 
aeroplanes | 


BELGIUM AND LATIN- 
AMERICA. 


Mr. C. R. Fairey, chairman of the Fuirey 
Aviation Company, had first to record a drop 
in net profits, due to a shrinkage in the turn 
over of business with the Air Ministry, but 
he went on to announce a further increase ip 
export trade to the highest figure ever 
attained. He said that the company had met 
with most success in Belgium (where Fairev 
eeroplanes form the bulk of the equipment of 
the Army Air regiments) and in Latip 
America. The South American orders are 
especially notable because they indicate ex 
tension of Britain’s export business in 
countries that were formerly considered the 
close preserves of United States and French 
constructors. Evidently, given a fair field. 
the British industry can compete successfully 
even in Latin-America with the United 
States exporters, though the latter have the 
tangible advantage of being nearer to the 


F, sen. of the vitality of the British 


market, and the powerful, but less tangible, 


benefit of the pan-American idea as expressed 
in the Monroe doctrine. 

_ Much of the success of the Fairey Company 
in foreign trade is undoubtedly to be 
attributed to the extremely efficient organi- 
sation of its factories at Hayes, Middlesex, 
and Gosselies, Belgium. Last year more new 
plant was installed, enabling production to 
be undertaken even more quickly and at less 
cost than in previous years. 


NEW ACTIVITIES. 


Both the de Havilland and the Fairey con- 
cerns are engaged on important new work, 
details of which are for the moment secret 
The de Havilland engineers are nearing com- 
pletion of the largest aeroplane built by the 
company for some vears past, Its design is 
interesting, and promises important develop- 
ments in aerial transport. The engine section 
is equally busy with new ideas. Mr. Fairey 
announced that during the year two new 
models had been produced of the types of 
aeroplane supplied to the Belgian Army— 
‘* Firefly ” single-seater fighter and “ Fox ”’ 
general purpose high-speed ‘plane. They will 
shortly be submitted for official test. He 
also referred to ‘‘ another important acti- 
vity, undertaken with the knowledge and 
approval of the Air Ministry, to strengthen 
the company’s business. 


AIR DEFENCE OF BRITAIN. 


He uttered a grave warning of the present 
state of Britain s air defence. He said :— 
'“ Although there has been a certain amount 
of talk of the necessity of increasing the 
Air Force, no active steps have yet been 
taken, and such as are mentioned appear to 
be entirely inadequate. The original scheme 
of 1921 of 52 squadrons for home defence 
alone, then stated to be the absolute 
minimum, has, after 12 years, reached 29 
regular, supplemented by 13 special reserve 
and auxiliary squadrons, and meanwhile the 
disproportion with the strength of other 
Powers has greatly increased, 

‘‘ Whatever the future policy may be, 
there seems little justification for maintain- 
ing the Royal Air Force at its present size, 
since it is altogether too small to cope with 
the air force of any first-class power, and has 
no adequate reserve of machines to bridge 
the gap between the outbreak of a national 
emergency and the time when the industry 
could adjust its output to the vastly greater 
demand that would then ensue.” 


FLYING BY “ROBOT.” 


Included in the equipment of the new 
Handley Page ‘‘Heyford’’ twin-engined 
bombing ‘planes that are being built to re- 
place obsolescent machines in certain Royal 
Air Force squadrons is an automatic control— 
the uncanny ‘‘robot’’ that steers an aero- 
plane with superhuman accuracy along any 
pre-determined course. Years of study and 
experiment have gone to the production of 
the device, which, in its latest form, is still 
more efficient than the apparatus which 
steered the Fairey long-range monoplane for 
many hours of its record-breaking non-stop 
journey of 5,309 miles from Lincolnshire to 
Walvis Bay, accomplished last February. A 
few months earlier the ‘‘ robot’’ took charge 
for most of the way in a flight made by the 
same aeroplane from England to Egypt. 

Variously known among Royal Air Force 
pilots as ‘‘George’’ and ‘‘ Tron Mike,” the 
automatic control needs nothing more than 
routine attention every twenty minutes, once 
the course is set. It detects deviations from 
the straight line that are far too small to be 
noticed by the human pilot, and corrects 
them instantly. It simplifies every kind of 


aerial navigation, and is especially valuable. 


in all conditions of bad visibility. Because 
it maintains exact course it makes for fuel 
economy and increased effective range. 

For some time past a whole squadron of 
night bombers has employed the device, and 
its incorporation in the ‘‘ Heyford ” means 
extension of its use to two and a half 
squadrons. Several large flying boats have 
flown many hundreds of hours under ‘‘robot’’ 
control. Flights of four hundred miles and 
more, without intervention by the human 
pilot, have been accomplished many times;

MEDICINAL HERB FARMS. 


— 


A meeting of the Irish Medical Committee 
was held recently in the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Dublin, when Dr. R. J. Rowlette 
presided. The General Council of Medical 
Associations, consisting of six members of 
the British Medical Association nominated 
by the Trish Committee and six members of 
the Irish Medical Association, was elected 
as the executive of the Irish Medical Com- 
mittee. . 

In connection with a resolution recetved 
from the County Wexford dispensary doctors, 
it was agreed that the Irish Medical Com- 
mittee should convene, at a suitable date, a 
meeting of delegates of poor law. medical 
officers to consider the present state of 
medical organisation. The protest which 
was made at a meeting on May 9th against 
the reduction in the salaries of medical 
offi.ers, under the terms of the Local Authori- 
ties (Temporary Economies) Bill, was ap- 
proved, and doctors who are affected by the 
bill were urged to bring every legitimate 1n- 
fluence to bear upon their local members of 
the Dail, and upon senators, to oppose the 
proposed “' cuts. 


HOSPITAL STAFFS. — 


It was decided that a meeting of the 
medical staffs of voluntary and other hos- 
pitals should be summoned immediately to 
consider the interests of hospital medical 
staffs under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Bill, 1933, which is at present going through 
the Dail and Senate. 

(This meeting has since heen held, and 
counsel has been engaged to draft suitable 
amendments to the bill.) | 

The question of clinics for matermty and 
child welfare and for school children was 
considered, and it was agreed that all 
patients should, in the first instance. be 
referred to their family practitioner; where 
special treatment was required by poor per- 
sons whose medical attendance was supplied 
under the Medical Charities Acts, the county 
medical officers of health and their assis- 
tants should make all necessary arrange- 
ments with the responsible poor law medical 
officers. 

On the suggestion of Dr. Maguire, county 
medical officer of health (Roscommon), who 
was present with other members of that

body, it was decided to bring this matter 
to the notice of the Association of Medical 
Officers of Health.’ ‘ 

A letter was received from Dr. C. H. 
Foley, County Galway, concerning the estab- 
lishment of medicinal herb farms in the Free 
State, and it was decided to forward the 
letter to Dr. R. J. Rowlettea, Professor of 
Materia Medica in Dublin Unitersity, so that 
he might deal with the matter in the Dail. 
It was agreed that the medical exanunation 
of applicants for blind pensions should be 
conducted by ophthalmic surgeons who 
were engaged daily at such work. 

The Committee passed a resolution re- 
commending the Royal Medical Benevolent 
Fund to the support of the Irish medical 
profession, and urging that collections in 
aid of the fund should be made at all 
medical meetings held throughout Ireland. 


QUESTION OF PROMOTION. 


Promotion in the medical services was 
considered at some length, and the Commit- 
tee expressed the opinion that adequately 
long, efficient and generally meritorious ser- 
vice should -count automatically for pro- 
motion in departmental and local medical 
services. In the case of dispensary medical 
oficers of unusually extensive and Winac- 
cessible areas applications for transfer or 
promotion to districts in which the duties 
were more in keeping with age and physical 
condition should receive special consideration. 

Dr. R. J. Rowlette, who presided, was 
warmly congratulated by the Committee on 
his election to the Dail.

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EUROPEAN BASE 
NOT CHOSEN. 
IRELAND’S CHANCES OF 
SELECTION.

ago it was stated that Galway had veen 
selected, but 1 am mformed that the com- 
pany iterested—imperial Airways—has_ ot 
yet seyt a represelitative to inspect the site.

may be paid by an official in the near future. 

Although the Free State was to have had re- 
preseieatsvl op the cuimmittee set up fotiow- 
ing the Ottawa Conference in 1932 to invest- 
gate the possibilities of an air route between 
Great Britain and Canada, it was not repre- 
sented at a conference which took place at 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, last year between 
represent..tives of Great Britain, Canada cn 
Newfoundland. lLieutenant-Colonel L. C. 
Shelmerdine, . Director of Civil Aviation at 
the air Ministry, represented Great Britain, 
and members of Imperial Airways, Ltd., who 
have the exclusive right to establish an 
airport in Newfoundland tor fifteen years, 
were also present, together with a represet- 
rtative of Pan-American Airways, on whose 
behalf Colonel Charles Lindbergh inspected 
Galway some time ime ' 

Later Sir Eric Geddes, Chairman of Impe- 
rial Airways, announced that satisfactory 
arrangements regarding the establishment of 
the, Western— or American—end of the route 
had) been made, and it is understood that 
Pan-American Airways and Imperial Airways 
will shortly esiablish a joint service between 
New York and Bermuda, where the latter 
company also hold the airport rights. 

A numver of aviation authorities In Great 
Britain have expressed themselves as doubt- 
ful as to whether an air service directly 
across the North Atlantic, which means a 
very long flight over open sea, Would be suc- 
cessful. The other northern route which has 
been suggested—via Greenland and Iceland, 
one of the routes surveved by Colonel Lind- 
bergh—would not be suitable for all-the-yearc 
round use, as the possibility. of the formation 
of ice on the wings of the aircraft operating 
on the service would be a grave danger. 


NO SERVICE TO LONDON. 


Another point which has been introduced 
by prominent men interested in the develop- 
ment of trans-Atlantic air services is that the 
Free State has no regular internal air ser- 
vices at the present time, and has no line 
operating to London to connect up with the 
aeroplanes leaving for the Continent and the 
Far East. If the Free State could offer 
such services it would be more likely to he 
considered as a potential base for later 
developments, even if the first services were 
operated over the southern route via Ber- 
muda and the Azores.

ATHLETICS TEST FOR. 


SOLDIERS. 


RUNNING AND JUMPING. 
a : 


The Free State Army of to-day as well as 
of to-morrow must be athletically as well as 
physically fit, according to the latest regula- 
tion issued by the Fre. State Department ol 
Defence, which is to be put into operation 
forthwith. During tne past twelve months 
experiments have been carried out throughout 
the Free State Army with the object of ascer- 
taining the athletic ability of every non- 
commissioned officer and man already serving, 
irrespective of age As a result of these 
tests a standard has been fixed which the 
men must reach before they can be regarded 
as fit to serve in the regular army. The 
tests, which are applicable to men from 18 to 
48 years of age, fall under two heads. 

Class number one, applicable to men from 
18 to 32 vears of age, will require the run- 
ning of three miles over the flat and one 
hundyed yards, both distances in given times ; 
Searing a high jump at four feet six inches, 
with minimum three feet six; covering a 
long jump at 21 feet, a hop, step and jump, 
throwing the 561b. weight and putting the 
shot. 

Class two, for serving soldiers between the 
ages of 32 and 48 years, will require them to 
cover one mile on the flat in specified time, 
clear a high jump of three feet six inches, 
with three feet minimum; a long jump, hop, 
step and jump, and the weight throw. 

Class one tests will be those given the 
recruit joining up. Certain allowances, in 
proportion to the difference in age, will be 
made as between those coming within the re- 
spective classes, as regard: time in the case of 
the flat race and distance in the case of the 
other events, excepting the high jump. 
While the three miles event is excluded from 
the class two tests, participation in it is not 
prohibited, but may, on the contrary, add 
points for the participant who might other- 
wise fail to reach the required standard in 
his own class. 

The tests are to be conducted on the point 
system, and in order to pass out the men 
must secure not less than fifty pe. cent. of 
the total number of points laid down in the 
respective groups. 

The present standard is considered low for 
soldiers who are expected to be fit men, and 
may be increased as time goes on —

‘THOUSANDS OF ROOKS 


DROP DEAD. 


ARSENICAL POISONING 
THEORY. 


Thousands of rooks in flight across imid. 
| Dorset, particularly in the Melcombe-Horsey 
area, nine miles north of Dorchester, shave 
been dropping dead from the effects of what 
is believed to be arsenical poisoning, 

Dead birds have been picked up over a 
radius of twenty miles, and have been 
gathered in sackfuls. The birds had flown 
| from the direction of Lulworth and Wareham. 
and it is suspected that they have been 
poisoned by arsenic placed in some distant 
cornfield. Some of the dead birds have been 
forwarded to an analyst for examination. 

The theory that arsenic is being used to 
get rid of the rooks, which are regarded by 
many farmers as pests, is strengthened by 
the fact that it takes about two hours before 
the poison takes effect. It is feared, how- 
ever, that other birds might also be affected 
by the poison. 

‘This affair is scaring people,” said a 
Melcombe-Horsey resident to a reporter, 
“because what kills rooks will kill other 
things.

You would not 
hear tell of it in the wilds of Africa.

FOOTGEAR AND 
FOOD. 
THE BODY’S NEEDS 
IN WINTER. 
LEATHER BOOTS ARE 
BEST. 


(By a Medical Officer of Health.) 
AU “se the weather is really cold, the 


loss of heat from the body is 

! hastened, so the fuel value of the 
food should be increased. The amount of 
food, in bulk, required 1s much the same, at 
all seasons, but it should vary in fuel value 
according to the temperature. The two articles 
of diet which give greatest heat values are 
fats and sugars. Naturally, we take more 
of these in winter than in summer, when we 
can get them. The best fats are those of 
animals, especially fishes. Sprats, herrings, 
goose, pork, etc., are all in season during 
winter time, and are then most appreciated. 
All sugars have the dietetic value, but in 
some ain sugars are destructive to the 
teeth, in other forms they are not. Hard 
boiled sweets and toffees are not injurious 
to the teeth; soft sweets, cakes, and sweet 
puddings are. On a really cold day the best 
drink is sugar and water. It may be flavoured 
with anything you fancy—tea, coffee, cocoa, 
fruit juices, ete. 

Although perspiration is much less in 
winter than in summer, more water Is ex- 
tracted from the body in breathing, because 
cold air is always relatively dry, and when 
warmed up to the body temperature it rapidly 
takes up water from the breathing passages. 
So the amount of water required 1s about 
the same at all seasons. The only fluid needed 
by the body is a dilute saline solution. In 
summer much of this is lost by perspiration 
from the skin, which removes both water and 
salt; in winter little is removed by the skin, 
but much by the lungs, which take water 
only and no salt. So in winter the only 
fluid required is pure water, in summer salts 
are required in addition. 

Footgear is a thorny problem in big 
families; for children are heavy on boots and 
none too careful about them. For warmth 
and comfort thin leather is superior to thick 
and, if taken care of, has a longer life. But 
children will not take care of their boots, and 
for kicking about and tramping through snow 
and mud something very substantial is advis. 
able. 

Boots must be completely water-tight, else 
they are worse than useless; but they should 
not be otherwise tight; for the feet swell 
when cold, and any constriction means not 
only cold and discomfort, but chilblains and 
sores, which are difficult to heal, Rubber 
soles Jast longer than leather soles, but are 
not to be recommended when the pavements 
are wet; for rubber, which grips well on dry 
ground and on dry ice, skids on wet, espect- 
ally wet ice. 

Every cold period brings a crop of broken 
bones, the epidemic reaching its height when 
a rainy period followed by a sharp frost gives 
place to a mild thaw. Nothing grips wet ice 
securely, but good leather without studs or 
nails gives the safest. foothold. Rubber 
‘‘wellingtons’’ are useful for trudging 
through mud and slush, but if children are 
supplied with these top-boots for tramping to 
school, they should have the means and facull- 


sitting in school, for ‘‘ wellingtons’’ are 
uncomfortable, cold and unhealthy if worn 
continuously, Boots and shoes which have 
worn down at heel or sole distort the feet, 
causing flat feet and the pains in shims and 
cramps in calves which result from yielding 
of the arch of the foot. Those who suffer 
from cold feet in winter should wear two pairs 
of socks or stockings, the inner one being of 
thin material with a coarse mesh and with. 
out seams or knots.

CATHOLIC SCHOOLS’ 
CLAIMS.

Mr. P. Jd. Doran, of Brentford, in his 
presidential address at the Conference at 
Preston yesterday of the Catholic leachers 
Federation, said that Catholics had never 
acquiesced in the statement that the arrauge- 
ments made when the 1902 Education Act 
was passed satisfied their just claims as 
citizens, or afforded a final satisfactory state- 
ment of what they regarded as their right.

Witne$s 
ussumed that the burial would take place i 
the ordinary way. 

Martin Marshal, who was acting head 
attendant when Collins died, said that he 
reported the death to Dr. O'Callaghan and 
entered it in various books. The body was 
removed to the mortuary, but he got no in-- 
structions as to the purchase of a coffin or for 
burial, and he went off duty on October dlst. 

Deputy Attendant James Denn told how he 
discovered the bedy. 

‘The Inspector said he was very worried and 
pained about the matter; it had received a 
great deal of publicity. People had got the 
idea that anything might take place within a 
Mental Hospitals, that persons could be buried 
and forgotten about, and all that sort of 
thing. That was a very wrong idea, because 
the Mental Hospitals of the country were as 
well administered as those of any other 
country. Clonmel had given him a great ideal . 
of trouble since he became inspector, and he 
had had more inquiries there about various 
matters than in the rest of the Mental Hospi- 
tals in the country put together. He did not 
know why that should be so, but both com- 
mittee and responsible officers should examine 
their conscientes. There should be no neces- 
sity for sworn inquiries, which led to a great 
deal of friction afterwards. The committee 
and officers were entrusted with the care of 
those who could not take care of themselves. 
It was a noble duty, but were they doing it? 
He could assure everyone that nothing such 
as was suggested in the rumours referred..to.. 
by Dr. Fitzgerald could have occurred. The 
patients in the Clonmel Institution. were 
rally as well cared for as those of any other 
Mental Hospital in the country, and he must 
say it was not the patients who gave the 
trouble in that institution. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Dr. Kelly 
for the manner in which he had conducted the 
inquiry.

352,000,000—or 78 per cent. of the total 
number of people in the British Empire. 
This colossal population is almost entirely 
unlettered: only 28,000,008 out of the 
total of 352,000,000 are classed as literate 
in the 1931 census, and this figure is greatly 
exceeded by the increase in the population 
between 1921 and 1931. Such backward- 
ness, surely, affords poor hope for the 
success of the British Government’s experi- 
ment. In the second place, the population 
of India is’ increasing with a very disturb- 
ing rapidity. The rate of growth is greatest 
in the native States, but, in general, 
India is approaching a point at which she 
will be unable to bear any addition to her 
people—and then trouble will come. Yet 
the gravest danger, as all students of 
India have pointed out, lies in the racial 
and religious divisions of the people. 
Under the heading of religion the census 
classifies the people into Hindus, Moslems, 
Buddhists, followers of tribal cults, 
Christians, Sikhs, Jains, Zoroastrians and 
Jews. The disciples of most of these 
sects loathe all the others like poison, and 
only the stern hand of British law has 
prevented massacres in the past. Since 
the Hindus comfortably outnumber the 
rest together, it is natural that those 
others should live in fear of Indian self- 
government. They know that, when once 
the British eye is averted, life will become 
a continual menace to them. Yet Britain, 
who has clung so long to a belief in her 
mission in India, proposes to sacrifice the 
country to a welter of racial hatred and 
holy war. 


The Dynasts. 


Momentous news comes from the head- 
quarters of women’s fashions in Paris. 
During recent years the masculine modes 
which prevailed after the War have fallen 
gradually out of favour; curves have 
replaced angles, and the skirt, so long a 
severity of straight lines, has begun once 
more to suggest Ben Jonson’s adjective. 
Now Paris has taken a really bold step— 
backwards. For the spring fashions of 1934 
it has ordained the revival of the waist. 
Since the War women, young and old, have 
shared an equal shapelessness of figure ; 
but within the next few weeks they must 
acknowledge that, through all that time, 
waists have been concealed about their 
persons. The new waist will not be the 
extravagantly hour-glass affair of the 
‘“ naughty. nineties,’’ but it will be defi- 
nitely a waist—a visible constriction, at 


‘the anatomically correct spot, of the female 


form divine. The sex, in accordance with 
its varying contours, will welcome or will 
lament this ukase, but, welcoming or 
lamenting, will give an unquestioning 
obedience to it. Simultaneously, on some 
fine morning, waists will be the only wear 
in the Avenue of the Opera, in Bond street, 
in the Unter den Linden, in Fifth Avenue 
and in Grafton street. Not for the first 
time we stand awed before this mystery of 
fashion. The dictators, we believe, are 
three men in Paris. How did they acquire 
their immense authority—their title to say 
to the whole world of women, Hoc volo, 
sic jubeo; sit pro ratione voluntas? If 
such power could be exercised upon men 
and politics by any mortal triumvirate, 
how quickly our worst problems might 
vanish! Three men, meeting at Geneva, 
would condemn armaments as unfashion- 
able, and navies would be dissolved in the 
twinkling of an eye. Their lightest whisper 
of ‘‘ Démodée’’ would end Mr. de Valera’s 
‘economic war ” on England. When they 
should proclaim the fashion of peace, the 
assent of all the nations would be instant 
and unanimous, 


Conquest of the Desert. 


If the desert. still declines’ to 
blossom like the rose, it has lost, 
nevertheless, some of its old _ terrors. 
Less than twenty years ago the 
Syrian desert, which forms the northern 
corner of Arabia, was crossed only by 
camel caravans along a couple of carefully 
defined routes. The centre of the great 
wilderness was avoided by the caravans, 
and it is avoided still by the motor traffic 
which has grown up between French Syria 
and Palestine, on the west, and Baghdad, 
on the east. . Across the northern section, 
however, passenger cars and goods MFHAR 
ply their way backwards and forwards— 
six or seven vehicles, perhaps, in either 
direction daily. The Baghdad Correspon- 
dent of The Times writes on this conquest 
of the desert by the motor car. Fatiguing,. 
indeed, is the journey among the low hills 
and wadi bottoms, and at present it takes 
twenty-four hours in accomplishment ; but 


-it is ten times as quick as it would be on 


the best camel, and is independent of wells. 
The freight traffic across the desert is 
developing rapidly, 
matter of importance. 
carpets, hides and 

stock from Persia; 
borne manufactured articles of all 
kinds, designed for Persia and Iraq. 
Recently, we are told, a convoy of lorries 
passed through Baghdad, having traversed 
the desert; it carried machinery. for the 
new Persian sugar factories.

FRENCH QUOTAS 


IMPORTERS IN 
A DILEMMA.

PARIS, Wednesday. 
‘6 HAOS,”’ is the term applied by the 
ag British Chamber of Commerce in 
Paris to the situation created for 
importers of British goods by the action of 
the French Government in reducing existing 
quotas by 75 per cent., and subjecting 154 
new categories of goods to the quota system, 
as from January Ist. i 
Importers are at a loss to know their posi- 
tion, but they feel that they stan4 to incur 
a heavy loss, and are metaphorically “tearing 
their hair.’’ Under the new scheme a new 
French Government Department is to issue 
import licences. - | 
Goods, such as woollen tissues, have been 
ordered in Great Britain on long-standing 
contracts for- delivery in France early this 
year. In many cases they have been made to 
special designs and have involved special visits 
to Paris by British travellers. British manu- 
facturers, it is felt, now run the risk of never 
obtaining their delivery. 


THE LIST. 


The new list of quotas includes such im- 
Gortant items for Great Britain as machinery 
steel (high-grade and rich), cutlery, motor 
cars and spare parts, motor cycles, metallic 
cables, tin plate, woollen cloth and hosiery. 
Certain kinds of jute and linen asbestos are 
included, certain chemical products, abrasives, 
certain foodstuffs, such as jams; even foot- 
balls, fishing tackle and skates, come under 
the whimsical official heading ‘‘ engins 
sportifs.”’ 

Coal is in a special class. France needs 
coal as well as other raw materials, and is 
more generous in the quantities allowed into 
the country. Nevertheless the ten per cent. 
reduction in the ‘coal quota imposed. last 
month means 60,000 tons less eoal monthlv 
from Great Britain, and a loss to the British 


trade balance of: £50,000 monthly, 
COAL IMPORTS. 


An additional ten per cent. reduction in 
February would double this loss. Coal is, 
moreover, further victimised by the increase 
of from two to four per cent. of the tax on 
import licences for ordinary coal and from 
two to five per cent. on licences for anthra- 
cite. This difference will be paid by the 
French consumer, who will also: suffer by 
reduction of British coal imports, as French 
coal is some 30 per cent. dearer. 

It has been calculated by the President of 
the British Chamber of Commerce in Paris 
that the reduction: will cost French con- 
sumers, at a low estimate, 250,000,000 francs 
(about £35,100,000 at present rates) yearly. 


OBJECTS. 


These drastic new French measures are 
designed, first and foremost, to give France 
a bargaining weapon in trade negotiation with 
different countries, notably Great Britain and 
Germany. The secondary object is to protect 
home industry, particularly against German 
invasion. It is pointed out in British quarters 
that; Great Britain intends to make tall use 
of the most favoured nation treaty clause, 
which will enable her to benefit by any 
advantage conceded by France to another 
country—for example, Germany and Holland.

SUGGESTION TO MAKE 
UP ANNUITY DEFAULT.

A consileiable amount of interest has been 
aroused among brewery interests by the 
observations of a leading member of the 
trade regarding the favourable position held 
by Arthur Guinness, Son, and Co., of Dublin, 
as compared with brewers in this country. _ 

Another brewery director, interviewed 
yesterday, explained that the British brewer 
pays £20 per ton (or 8d. per pound) import 
duty on hops. Importers into the Irish Free 
State do not pay duty. He estimates that 
as only one-third of the Guinness hop require- 
ments come from England the expenditure in 
this country in this direction is £55,000, 
whereas if all hops were bought here the 
amount spent would be about £160,000. 

Malting barleys are admitted duty free into 
the Irish Free State, he added. The British 
brewer pays 10 per cent. ad valorem for 
malting bailey, which is equivalent to 2s. 3d. 
to 2s. 6d. per quarter. 

British brewers pay about £4,243,407 for 
Jiquor licences, and monopoly value payments 
absorb £123,000. The Guinness Company has 
to make no contributions under these heads. 
Neither is it called upon to meet compensa- 
tion levies. 

Two sugegstions were made by the brewer 
whereby the British cempanies would be 
placed in a more competitive position with 
the Irish Free State enterprise, and also so 
that it would make a greater contribution to 
the Exchequer. 

One is that it should brew in this country 
the beer required for the British market. By 
this means there would be direct payments 
te the National Exchequer and local rates, 
and much employment could be provided. 

The other suggestion made was that a 
further duty of from 30 to 40 per cent. should 
be imposed on imports of Guinness. ‘This, it 
is caleiijated, would produce £2,000,000, and 
so elimmate ‘the present deficiency in con- 
nectj@h- with the land annuity payments,

In the year 1805 it was actually in existence 
at 10 Grafton street, and the then owner 
(George Patrick Mitchell) was a great grand- 
father of the writer, so that for almost 130 
years it has been handed down from father to 
son, and the writer is the fourth generation 
of the original founder. 

While we know there are possibly older 
firms in existence in Ireland, there are very 
few which have remained in the original 
family and at the original address. We do 
claim to be the oldest firm in Ireland in our 
particular business, and possibly one of the 
oldest in this business in the British Isles.—

Honours for Women. 


-A considerable number of women we 
awarded honours on New Year’s Day, 
but the leaders of the feminist movemen: 
complain that such honours were con- 
fined to the less important orders, and 
they propose to make strong represent: 
tions to the Prime Minister on the su! 
ject at the ealiest possible moment. It is 
true, perhaps, that such decorations as 
the Order of Merit appear to be closed 
to women of outstanding importance, | 
it is believed that this state of things will 
be amended very shortly. There are 
several vacancies in the Order, and it is 
expected that a number of appointments, 
including that of at least one woman, 
will be made. In the Order of Com 
panions of Honour there are ten women, 
all of high prominence. 


Conservative Associations. 


Some interesting resolutions will be put 
forward at next week's conference in Man- 
chester of the Federation of Conservative 
Associations. The Edinburgh University 
representatives propose that, “in view of 
the political equality now enjoyed by 
various members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, this conference con- 
siders it desirable to have some per- 
manent constitutional machinery for the 
co-ordination of important.activities, ard 
helieves that an Imperial Secretariat, 
located in Edinburgh, would best serve 
the purpose.” Cambridge University has 
a somewhat controversial motion, suggest- 
ing that the conference would ‘‘ welcome 
the transference of power in India from 
the British democracy to the King in 
imperial Council.” Durham University 
wants the conference to ‘‘ welcome the 
continuance of the National Government .'' 


Danger to Aircraft. 


A report which will be issued shortly 
by a committee set up to consider the 
question of air navigation assumes 
| greater importance, in view of the wreck 
of a British aeroplane through collision 
with a wireless mast in Belgium last 
week. No fewer than 26,000 steel towers 
have been erected in Great Britain during 
the past five years to support 4,000 miles 
of cable for the grid system for the dis- 
tributicn of current under the control of 
the Central Electricity Board. The great 
towers near the mouth of the Thames 
are illuminated, but the majority are. un- 
lighted. In addition to these electrical 
pylons, there are also the masts support- 
ing the aerials at wireless stations. The 
twelve masts at the Rugby Station, over 
800 feet high apiece, are lighted, and the 
question of illuminating all these pos- 
sible obstructions to air navigation 1s 
being considered by the authorities. 


The Late Viscount Churchill. 


Viscount Churchill, who

Scottish Tweeds. 


Scottish tweeds, made in Japan, are 
being offered for sale in London—although 
Japan herself is buying tweeds cf the 
highest quality from Scotland—acecording 
to Mr. Munro, chairman of the Textiles 
Exhibition at the British Industries Fair. 
“T'have seen these Scottish tweeds listu«d 
in a letter from Japan to a buying agent 
in London,” said Mr. Munro in an inter- 
view to-day. 
all branches of the trade with new weaves, 
designs and finishes, to be shown for the 
first time at the Fair. Reports from 
manufacturers indicate in all directions a 
demand for brighter clothing. Scottish 
manufacturers, for instance, find that 
Scottish Cheviots in bright designs are in 
demand for men’s wear, in preference to 
the more sombre cloths which formerly 
were popular. Brightlv-coloured Scottish 
tweed scarves and neck-ties are in big 
demand in: home and export markets. 
Shirts with bright ‘novelty’ checks are 
also popular. Flannel manufacturers 
report a demand for colour in men’s 
flannels, and prefer a dusky bluish tinge 
now to the greys which formerly were worn 
almost universally,’’ 


The Stick Dance. 


Twelve Portuguese peasants from. the 
village of Mirando do Douro have arrived 
in London to give their famous stick dance 
at the national festival of the English 
Folk Dance Society in London on Satur- 
day. The leader of the party is Anibal 
Rapozo, who points out that Miranda is 
the only village where the dance is known. 
Every year on the last day of August the 
dance is given in the village; it has 
twenty-five movements, and one is per- 
formed outside every house in the village. 
It is said that the dance is partly a war 
dance and partly a religious dance, but its 
origin is lost in antiquitv. Every one of 
the dancers wears three petticoats—one «‘ 
scarlet cloth—a red scarf, a waistcoat of 
many colours, and a broad brimmed felt 
hat, gaily decorated.

FURTHER reduction of Free State 

agricultural exports to Great 

Britain is indicated in an official state- 

ment issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture in Dublin yesterday evening. 

The official statement is as follows: — 

| “The Department have been

Arrangements for quotas 
for Saorstat Eireann are at present 
under consideration.” . 
The ofhcial notice does not indicate the 
extent of the reduction, but it is sug- 
gested unofhcially that it may be about 
10 per cent, 


OTHER REDUCTIONS 
LIKELY. 


Following the recent British Order re 
ducing the number of cattle exported from 
the Free State to the British markets by 
50 per cent., this reduction of other ex 
ports is very serious; but, as indicated in 
the official communiqué, it is only “ part 
of the British proposals.’’ Reductions in 
other exports may, therefore, be expected. 

The value of the exports now to be 
reduced is shown in the latest statistics 
published. From these it appears that in 
the first eleven months of last year Free 
State exports of cream amounted to 
507,627 gallons, and were worth £125,199; 
condensed and dried milk 117,965 cwt., 
and £125,688; and potatoes (other than 
seed) 178,175 cwt. and £18,842. 


LICENCES FOR BULLS. 


With regard to the export of live cattle. 
it was announced by the Free State De- 
partment of Agriculture last night that in 
order to remove any misapprehension as 
to the necessity for having licences for 
bulls which do not show permanent incisor 
teeth, it has now been definitely ascer- 
tained that such bulls must be accom- 
panied by a licence, and that the licence 
must be either one for fat cattle or for 
store cattle. according to the classifica- 
tion of the animal.

EXPLOSION. -

1 is feared that nearly one hundred and 

sixty miners have lost their lives in 
the “ Nelson Three '” Coal Mine at Osek 
(Ossegg), a small. village just outside 


fire-damp explosion at about five o’clock 
this evening. 

The explosion occurred in three mines 
connected by undergrounc corridors. 

All the entrances were destroyed, and 
the miners working there were cut off from 
all means of escape. 

When the explosion. occurred a huge 
flame suddenly blazed up in the coal- 
washing building, which caught fire and 
collapsed, killing one man: 


RESCUE WORK HELD-UP. 


After the explosion the firedamp con- 
tinued to escape, and it was some time 
before any rescue work could be started at 
all. " . 

Eventually a rescue party was able to 
get into one shaít through a ventilation 
shaft, and four bodies were found. 

The rescuers are working under the most 
dangerous conditions, and many have been 
overcome by the firedamp fumes, which 
are still filling the shafts. 

So great was the force of the explosion 
that the houses in the town were severely 
shaken, and three persons were injured 
when a building collapsed. 


930 FEET BELOW SURFACE. 


The afternoon shift of miners was 
working 930 feet underground when the 
explosion occurred, and it is feared that 
there is little chance of rescuing many 
of them. Those who survived the ex- 
plosion have probably been gassed by the 
fumes. | 
So far, only four have been saved. They 
were brought to the surface completely 
exhausted. 

Heartrending scenes have been taking 
place at the pit head, where the families 
of the trapped men are waiting for news.

TWENTY BILLS TO BE 
INTRODUCED.

During the next session of the Dail, 


which re-assembles on 31st January, there 
will be about twenty new bills introduced. 
An effort is being made, agreement on 
this point having been reached by al] the 
parties, to ensure that most of the legis- 
lation will be dealt with before April. The 
remainder of the session will then be given 
up to financial business of the year. 

It 1s hoped in this way to enable the 
House to rise in July for the summer 
recess, a late vacation, such as occurred 
last year, being thereby avoided. 

Among the new bills to be introduced 


are: Registration of Seats Bill (to revise 
all the constituencies in the Irish Free 
State), Land Bond Bill (dealing with 


financial assistance for the land purchase 
schemes), Rates Relief Bill. Courts of 
Justice Bill, and the Nationality Bill.

Six Eastern Railway officials have been 
charged in connection with the Lagny rail- 
way collision, in which 199 persons were 
killed and over 300 injured. The indict- 
ment alleges inattention, imprudence, in- 
efficiency, negligence, and non-observance 
of regulations, involving loss of life. 
‘Among the accused men are:—M., 
Merlin, chief engineer of the first haulage 
section; M. Martelot, assistant chief 
engineer of the central haulage section ; 
M. Montignault, sectional chief at La 
Villette Dépét ; and M. Mougeot, technical 
supervisor of the first haulage section. Al] 
six men remain at liberty. 

The penalty for conviction under the 
charges formulated ranges from six 
months’ to five years’ imprisonment, and 
from 300 francs to 3,000 franes fine. 

It has been alleged that, although a 
trial run had shown that the recording 
graphs on the locomotive of the over- 
running express were not functioning 
properly, it was allowed to leave Paris 
on the night of the accident without the 
fault being corrected. As a result the 
emergency stopping device, which comes 
into operation if a signal is passed at 
danger, could not have operated.

sources in the South that the coinage posi- 
tion has not reached a stage which has occa- 
sioned a call for change on the part of 
either of the issuing States. The position 
is, however, changing year by year owing 
to the operation of an agreement entered 
into by the British Government in 1929 to 
take up at face value £750,000 worth of 
British coins over a period. Annual with- 
drawals of large amounts have taken place, 
and the date is not far distant when the 
Free State authorities will be in a situation 
in which they will be able to put in opera- 
tion the provisions of the Coinage Act of 
1926, and declare British coinage no longer 
legal tender. } | 

The Coinage Act, 1926, by Section 6, 
provides that the Executive Council may, 
by order, prescribe a date after which 
British silver and bronze coins will cease 
to be legal tender. | 

Whenever this order is put in force no 
one will be able to cross the border with- 
out the aid of the money-changer.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
MESSAGE. 


——-. 


| In a leading article to-day The Times 
says: In his Message to Congress on the 
state of the Union, Mr. Roosevelt does 
more than merely report the progress 


during the past six months; he sets out 
the purpose of his policy, and, in broad 
outline; the methods by which he is seek- 
ing to achieve it. Nothing that he says is 
wholly unexpected, or even wholly new, 
but he clears away many doubts and 
obscurities, and he puts the various parts 
of his programme into perspective as parts 
of a coherent whole. The first point to 
note is that he is aiming, not merely at 
recovery, but at a permanent reconstruc- 
tion of the American economic system. 
He declines to be content just to set the 
old system moving again. The number of 
people, he says, is small to whom recovery 
means a return to the old methods. His 
programme is designed to save the really 
important values created by modern 
society, but, he declares, ‘‘ the vicious 
and wasteful parts of that society we 
could not save if we wished.”’ 

There is a passage in the section of the 
Message devoted to relations with the 
South American countries which may 
possibly prove, in the long run, to be of 
the greatest significance; It refers to 
efforts to revive commercé in ways which 
will preclude the building up of large 
favourable balances by any one nation at 
the expense of trade debits on the part of 
other nations. If this sound principle 
could be put into general and effective 
practice, international trade would soon 
begin to recover. It would mean, how- 
ever, something like a revolution in the 
commercial policy of the United States, 
which hitherto has been directed to open- 
ing foreign markets to American goods, 
while, at the same time, . depriving 
would-be purchasers of the means of pay- 
ment by shutting their goods out. of 
American markets. Is it now really recog- 
nised at last, that what was possible, 
perhaps even desirable, on the part of a 
debtor country, has become impracticable 
and dangerous on the part of a country 
already possessing a large credit balance ?

OF PROSPERITY. 


The Earl of Rosse, in welcoming the dele- 
gates on behalf of the Roscrea and Birr 
Cow-testing Association, said he under- 
stood that the chief reason for choosing that 
locality for the Congress was the backward- 
ness of dairying in the district. Agricul- 
ture was the keystone of the country’s 
prosperity. This country was infinitely 
more suitable for dairying than Denmark, 
and the only reason why the Danes had 
been so successful was that they had 
adopted scientific methods. 

It was a pleasing feature of that Congress 
that people of every shade of opinion were 
gathered together to work for the common 
good. The work of that Association was 
of truly national importance. It was worth 
everybody’s while to sacrifice personal 
interests to work for the common good. 
They all wished more than anything else to 
see this a rich and prosperous country. He 
was convinced that nothing in the country 
was doing more to ensure this in the future 
than the work of Cow-testing Associations. 


BISHOP AND RUINED 
INDUSTRY. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of 
Killaloe, said that he had come at the 
invitation of the president and secretary of 
the local Cow-testing Association, Dr. 
Doyle and Mr. Telford. He had himself 


been a member of a Cow-testing Association 


Their industry—the oldest and noblest of 
all—was almost completely ruined. 

“ The one and only branch of their trade 
that left even a margin of profit, as far as 
I know is the dairy,” he added, ‘ and 
that only if he has a neighbouring town or 
a creamery at hand to buy his milk. For 
instance, the farmers of West Clare would 
have perished last year but for the 
creameries set for them by Mr. P. Hogan, 
late Minister for Agriculture.” 


THE VALUE OF TESTING. 


The farmers emoluments from the 
creamery would, of course, depend on the 
amount of good milk that he could carry 
there every morning. That was where cow- 
testing became valuable. It was obviously 
waste of time and money to keep 
cows which in their maturity milked 
only 400 or 500 gallons in the year. 
The one reliable means that the 
farmer had of finding out the bovine 
imposter in his yard was the systematic 
use of the cow-testing process. It might 
cost him a little extra care and expense, 
but it would repay him if steadily per- 
sisted in. He had in his own place only 
four or five mature cows—and these were 
not pedigree cows—all of them over a 
thousand gallons, and two of them nearly 
1,300 gallons in 45 weeks, with an average 
of 3.86 per cent. butter fat. | He would 
say that they should aim at’ about 800 
gallons of good milk on what he would call 
farmers’ food, and could be depended on 
for a calf every year. 

To the smaller farmer he would repeat: 
Keep less cows if necessary, but pick them 
with judgment, feed them well, and house 
them in clean, comfortable, well-ventilated, 
i but not cold, houses during the winter. 


WINTER DAIRYING, 


He went on to say that, taken all round, 
the half-bred premium bulls used had not 
proved a success. No animal had a chance 
at the dairy cattle shows unless he was 
laden with fat. In his opinion, no animal 
should be allowed in for adjudication at 
at these dairy cows that was in more 
than forward store condition, and whose 
ancestry on both sides of the house did 
not’ possess consistent milking records’ ol 
at least 800 gallons for two generations 
back to begin with. 

It was a pity that our farmers did not 
pract:ce winter dairying on a larger scale. 
Good hay, roots, cracked oats, and a little 
cottomecake would enable a good cow to 
milk during the winter, if properly 
housed 

Sterility among their cows and the 
slipping of calves. had become a fearful 
affliction to dairy farmers. Could not the 
State do something to endow research 
work in the hope of discovering a remedy. 


THE FARMERS’ CRITICS. 


They were publicly told that if they did 
not make their farms pay it was their own 
fault, but these critics did not depend on 
farming for their livelihood. Nor had 
their wives to hawk. round their little 
bunch of turkeys, on which they had spent 
so much care, looking in vain for someone 
to take them at even fourpence a pound.

Tuberculosis in its various forms is 
another cause of considerable wastage. The 
wastage caused by contagious abortion is 
greater among cows purchased than those 
reared in the herd. ‘This, the lecturer 
suggested, should be treated by applying 
the blood test and segregating into two 
herds—free and infected. This can be 
done on the same farm by dividing the 
shed, keeping the stock in separate 
pastures, and by feeding and. milking the 
clean herd first. 


THE YEARLY TOLL. 


Mr. W. O'Callaghan, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to Dr. Hammond, said that con- 
tagious abortion and sterility took a toll of 
one million a year from the dairy farmers 
of this country. They knew now that the 
bull rarely carried infectious abortion and 
had stopped syringing. Washing out the 
cows had been carried too far, as it was 
generally recognised that nature did the 
work better. There were two valuable aids 
—blood-testing and isolation. In isolation 
sectional grazing was valuable. . 

Mr. P. F. Molony (Thurles) seconded 
the motion, which was passed. 

Dr. Hammond, in the course of his 
reply, said that he was against inoculation 
with a live bacillus, because it meant con- 
tinuous work. He advised those whe had 
been inoculating to: leave. off doing so, 
resort to the blood test, ad divide the 
herds. 


SLOW PROGRESS.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT, 


Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture and 
Forestry, said that cow-testing had been 
developed to a great extent in all European 
countries, and if we were to hold our own 
in the dairying industry we must also go 
into cow-testing on a more extensive scale. 
It was not introduced to this country until 
1911. Then came the European War, so 
that we only commenced to develop cow- 
testing at the end of the War in 1991. 
They had made satisfactory progress in 
that time, but not sufficient to keep up 
with other countries. : 

“At present,” said Dr. Ryan, “ we have 
only 47,000 cows under test, whereas we 
have one and a quarter million cows in the 
country. It is rather difficult to under- 
stand why cow-testing should not be more 
generally adopted, because the individual 
farmer has only to pay 2s. per cow, while 
the State pays 6s. 4d. per cow to the Cow- 
Testing Association. In addition, the 
State provided record books, stationery 
and the County Committees of Agriculture

As an example of what could be done, 
the Minister mentioned the case of a dairy 
farmer in County Cork who from 16 cows 
in 1923 obtained.

For this he received 6.21d. per gallon, or 
a total of £204 19s. 5d. In 1932 from 20 
cows he obtained 15,723 gallons of milk, 
for which he obtained 4.48d. per gallon, or 
a total of £295 19s. 5d. Thus, even when 
prices were depressed, he made £1 15s, per 
cow more than in 1932, because he kept 

. better cows.

DATRY PRODUCTS MARKET. 


During the past eight months a veterinary 
inspector had been employed by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture investigating the ine- 
dence of tuberculosis and contagious abortion 
in the Counties of Wexford and Cork. The 
lormer, it was found, was. not nearly so 
prevatent in small herds as in large ones. 
Sterility was also very prevalent. On the 
whole, he said; Free State herds were freer 
from tuberculosis than those of any other 
country. There was no reason why they 
should not eradicate it, and he intended to 
give the question of offering greater induce- 
ments to report the disease early considera- 
Lion.

EXPERIMENTS WITH 
SCHOOLBOYS. 


“ Milk Human Nutrition’’ was th» 
subject of a talk by Professor C. Boyle, 
M.A.. Ph.D., University College, Cork. Jn 
addition to the more tangible constituents, 
he said that milk supplies vitamins. The 
vitamin content of cow’s milk varies accord- 
ing to the feeding and management of the 
herd. Without going into details, it is true 
to say that milk is a valuab’: source of 
certain vitamins which are essential for 
normal growth and development. Experi- 
ments tarried out on 500 boys indicated that 
those given milk in addition to their basic 
diet made a greater increase in height and 
weight than bovs not receiving milk. The 
second largest increase was made by the 
boys who received butter. The improvement 
in the diet brought about by the addition 
of a pint of milk was not due to the heat 
value which it supnlied, but to the 
specific qualities of milk as a food, Other 
experiments on the feeding of milk to school 
children have been made, and in every case 
there was an increase in height and weight, 
with a striking improvement in physique and 
mental alertness. 

It is estimated that the consumption of 
milk per head of the population in the Free 
State is 30 gallons per annum, or, approxi- 
mately, three-quarters of a pint per head per 
day, and the butter consumption 38lb. per 
annum. The latter figure shows that this 
country consumes ynore butter per head of 
the population than any other country in the 
world. As milk consumers, however, we are 
a long way from the top. This defect could 
be made good by an intensive educational 
campaign, starting in the national schools. 
The details of such a campaign would be easy 
to arrange if the money difficulty could be 
overcome.

obtainable. Several gallons of milk could be 
bought for the amount of money required to 
purchase either 4lb. beef or three dozen eggs, 
even when these are cheaper than at presnt, 
and one gallon of milk is approximately equal 
in energy value to 4lb. beef or three dozen 
eggs. 

It was an unfortunate fact that milk might 
he a medium through which disease might 
be conveyed. It was liable té become con- 
tanimated with pathogenic germg (1) through 
the cow which might be suffering from a 
disease communicable to man; (2) by subse- 
quent careless handling. 

“ Fornnatelv,” he said, ‘‘ the danger of 
contamination from that source in this 
country is comparatively slight. | Investiga- 
tions carried out some years ago by the De- 
partment of Agriculture showed that the per- 
centage of herds giving milk infected by the 
T.B. hacilli was only 2.6. On the assump- 
tion that only one cow in each infected herd 
was giving tuberculous milk, the percentage 
of cows giving tuhercalous mi!k was as low 
as 0.28 (one in 400) In order to ensure 
that milk is free from pathogenic organisms 
it should be pasteurised—unless it is pro- 
duced from a certified tnberculous free herd. 
Broadly speaking, no convincing evidence 
has been supplied that pasteurisation impairs 
the nutritive value of milk to any appreci- 
able extent. In any case. the safety conferred 
hy pasteurisation outweighs any alterations 
in nutritive value. which, if they occur at all, 
must be very slight.” i

Dealing with some’ points of live-stock 
feeding and management.” Mr. EK. J. Sheehy, 
Lecturer on Animal Nutrition, (niversity 
College, Dublin, referred. in the first place, 
to stomach disorders among young calves 
arising from the injudicious feeding of milk. 
Recent experience, he said, enabled him to 
confirm statements made three years ago 
regarding prevention and ‘treatment, the 
essential part of which is the dilution of the 
whole milk with water before feeding to the 
calf. . lt 1s quite unnecessary to feed supple- 
mentary minerals to calves, and the giving 
of cod liver oil serves no useful purpose, pro- 
vided the calves are ordinarily well treated. 
Dried nalk powder is a good substitute for 
Jiquid milk. 

The housing of calves against severe 
weather is beneficial, provided suitable 
accommodation 1s available. Warm, stuffy 
houses, however, do much injury by depriv- 
ing calves of their ability to withstand cold 
and by increasing as a direct consequence 
their’ maintenance requirements as well by 
rendering them liable to contract chill, to the 
detriment of their general health. Warm, iill- 
ventilated byres do similar injury to cows. 
Hence the importance of cool. cow houses. 
Shelter is advocated for outlying cattle. so as 
io save some of the food otherwise lost im 
maintaining the body heat. 

It was necessary to winter “' store “ cattle 
cheaply on coarse farm produce foods, such 
as straw. fay, and silage, in addition to 
pasture. Meals should be given only to those 
which are for sale in the early spring. Home- 
grown grain supplies all the requirements ; 
cakes should be reserved for the milch cows. 

The comparatively new foods, sugar pulp 
and beet tops and leaves, «eserve special 
mention. The dry pulp is a to oats for 
feeding, while the tops anc leaves, when 
fresh, make excellent food for dairy cows, 
other cattle and sheep. ang 

In connection with the recently introduced 
maize meal mixture, it is advantageous to add 
some oats to the maize, both for young and 
fattening pigs. One-third oats in the mixture 
is not excessive. either for pigs or poultry. 
In addition to the 33 per cent. ef cats, barley 
may enter into the mixture in .ahy proportion, 
because barley is equal to maize for feeding 
to all stock 

With reference to housing, pigs, unlike 
cattle, suffer from the winter cold, and food 


able in winter. 
Young bonhams reared on concrete floors 


in winter are liable to suffer anemia, a 
disorder which is preventable by allowing the 
little pigs access to ashes or carth. | Litters 
which are allowed on to pasture never suffer 
from this disorder, nor do they develop the 
rickety cendition which $o often results from 
housing pigs in compartments which receive 
'yittle or no direct light. Sunlight is food

He states, writes Reuter from Belgrade, 
that he has found traces of vast frescoes 
painted on rock, strangely carved caves cut 
out of the mountain side, and masses of 
classical columns amid the ruins of what he 
believes must have been a large city.

death of the Right Honourable 
Under-Secretary to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, took place yesterday at 
his residence, Lytton Grove, London, Sir 
James was in his ninetieth year, His health 
_had been failing for some time, and on St. 
Stephen’s Day his illness took a serious turn. 
The eldest son of Archibald Dougherty, 
M.R.C.8., of Garvagh, County Londonderry, 
and Martha, daughter of the Rev. James 
Brown, M.A., Garvagh, James’ Brown 
Dougherty was born on November 13, 1844. 
He was educated at the Queen's College, 
Belfast, and took his M.A. degree in the 
Queen's University. Originally intended for 
the Ministry of the Presbyterian Church, he 
pursued his studies to that end; but ulti- 
mately it was decided that he should devote 
himself to educational work, and in 1879 
he was appointed Professor of Logie and 
Enzl'sh in Magee College, Londonderry. This 
appointment he held until 1895, During the 
period of his connection with Magee College, 
Professor Dougherty served as a member ot 
the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Com- 
mission (1885-92); and he was a Commissioner 
of National Education from 1890 till 1895. 
Also, during those years, he displayed an 
active interest in the affairs of the Presby- 
terian Church, and was a familiar figure at 
the meetings of the General Assembly. In 
politics he was associated with the Liberal 
Partv in Ulster, and took a prominent part in 
securing the return of the Right Hon. Sir 
Andrew Marshall Porter (then  Solicitor- 
General for Ireland. and afterwards Master 
of the Rolls) to Parliament as member for 
County Londonderry in 1881. 


AS UNDER-SECRETARY. 

Professor Dougherty’s association with the 
lrish Executive dated from 1895, when Mr. 
John Morley was still Chief Secretary. In 
that year he was appointed Assistant Under- 
Secretary. to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
becoming virtute offer also Clerk to His 
Majesty s Privy Council in Ireland, and 
Deputy-Keeper of the Privy Seal. In 1902 
he received the honour of Knighthood. Sir 
James Dougherty continued to hold the office 
of Assistant Under-Secretary until July, 1908, 
when he was promoted to the Under-Secre- 
taryship in succession to Sir. Antony (after- 


wards Lord) MacDonnell. His tenure of the 
Under-Secretaryship lasted just over six vears. 
His resignation took effect in October, 1914, 
when .he was succeeded by Sir Matthew 
Nathan. 


LABOUR TROUBLES. 

It is a remarkable fact that during the 
whole of Sir James Dougherty's term of office 
as Under-Secretary the labour world of Dublin 
remained in a state of continual unrest. . In

| addition to minor labour disputes, there were 


strikgs on a large scale, including that of the 
cartérs in 1908, in connection with: which 
James Larkin first appeared in Dublin. The 
second strike, in 1911. was in the coal trade, 
and this was quickly followed by the shipp»¢ 
strike, the strike in the timber yards and the 
Irish railway strike. 

The action of the Irish Executive in con- 
nection with all these labour disputes was 
the subject of severe criticism. In_ the 
judgment, not merely of the employers, but of 
all impartial observers, Dublin Castle failed 
in the performance of its duty to maintain 
public order anl- to afiord protection 
to life and property During the labour 
troubles of 1911, of which the railway strike 
was the most serious, the action of the Irish 
Executive was such as to call forth severe 
strictures in Parliament and in the Press. 
Both Lord Aberdeen and Mr. Birrell were 
absent from Dublin during the most critical 
period of these troubles. 

Not only while the trouble on the railways 
was developing, but during the continuance 
of the crisis and until the collapse of the 
strike eis mé the end of September, the 
Irish Executive failed to afford adequate 
protection to life and property, with the 
result that the trade of the country was 
paralysed. Even a resolution passed at a 
large and representative meeting of Dublin 
manufacturers and traders, called by the 
Employers’ Federation, urging the Lord 
Lieutenant to provide adequate protection to 
enable the traders to carry on their legitimate 
business, and to ensure the free import and 
export of foodstuffs and merchandise, pro- 
duced no effect, and the use of soldiers to 
ensure the running of the trains was refused. 


“KEEPING THE RING.” 

The responsibility of the Lord Lieutenant 
and the chief officers of the Executive in 
connection with these matters was the sub- 
ject’. of animated discussion in Parliament; 
and. the statement attributed to the Under- 
Secretary by the Dublin newspapers to the 
effect that ‘‘he had never known a more 
peaceful strike, and that the, policy of the 
Government would be to keep the ring "’ was 
strongly criticised. Lord Morley, in defend- 
ing the Irish Executive, took the remarkable 
view that ‘‘keeping the ring” was the 
accepted and recognised attitude of the Go- 
vernment in industrial disputes; but Mr. 
Birrell, in the House of Commons, made an 
attempt to deny that the Under- 
Secretary had made use of the ex- 
pression. ‘‘Some newspaper  persons,”’ 
Mr. Birrell said, ‘‘ intruded themselves on 
the, Under-Secretary’s notice, and asked for 
certain information whichghe gave them... . 
Next day, I will not say to his surprise, he 
saw an interview sv hich was alleged to have 
taken place between these gentlemen and him- 
self—it was a wholly garbled version of what 
never took place. This garbled version of 
an alleged interview now appears in the noble 
lord’s (Earl Winterton) question as a state- 
ment issued to the Press. No such state- 
ment was ever issued.”’ 

In fairness to Sir James Dougherty, it 
should be added that in his evidence before 
the Hardinge Commission he defended the 
Irish Executive against the charges brought 
against it in connection with the troubles in 
1911, and deniéd the story that the Castle 
authorities had advised the officials of the 
Royal Dublin Society to get permits from 
James Larkin for Lolding the Horse Show. 
He said that. from first to last, the Execu- 
tive had been assailed with ‘‘a hailstorm of 
lies.” 


HOWTH GUN-RUNNING. 

It was during the last few months of Sir 
James Dougherty’s tenure of office of Under- 
Secretary that the Howth gun-running affair, 
which led to the affray on July 26, 1914, in 
the streets of Dublin between certain 
elements of the populace and British troops, 
took place It will be recollected that the 
circumstances under which the military were 
requisitioned to assist the civil power gave 
rise to a good deal of controversy in Parlia- 
ment and elsewhere, ard that while the Irish 
Nationalist, Party attacked Mr. Harrel, Assis- 
tant Commissioner of. the Dublin Metropoli- 
tan Police, and induced the Government to 
suspend him from his office, their opponents 
laid the blame fer the incidents of July 26 
on the shoulders of the Under-Secretary. 

It appears to be beyond doubt that on 
that day Mr. Harrel, having heard of the 
landing of the arms, and of the march of the 
National Volunteers on Dublin, sent out a 
large body of constables along the Howth 
road. At the same time he informed the 
Under-Secretary by telephone of the facts, 
and told him what he was doing, and that 


stabulary authorities to send men to Howth. 
Mr. Harrell, however, failed to get into 
communication with the Constabulary, and 
he decided that it was his duty to exercise 
his powers as a Justice of the Peace to make 
arrangements to have a body of troops sent, 
{t has never been denied that the Under- 
Secretary at first concurred in the Assistant 
Commissioner’s action in sending out the 
police with the object of seizing the arms 
that had been landed, Some time after Mr. 
Harrel had left the telephone, however, ‘Sir’ 
James Dougherty seems to have changed his 
mind, and accordingly he drew up a Minute 
¢o Mr. Harrel directing that forcible dis- 
armament of the Volunteers should not be 
attempted, but that their names should be 
taken and the destination of the arms traced.

Viscount “Churchill; chairman of the 
Great Western Railway, died yesterday of 
pneumonia at his residence,.

Born* in 1864, Viscount Churchill was a 
godson of Queen Victoria. . He was educated 
at Eton and the Royal Military College, Sand- 
hurst. He served in the Coldstream Guards 
from 1884 to 1889. In 1886 he succeedéd his 
father in the Barony, and in 1902 he was 
created first Viscount. In 1887 he married 
Lady Verena Maud Lowther, daughter of tie 
third Earl of Lonsdale, by whom he had one 
son and two daughters. In 1927 he divorced 
her and married Christine, eldest daughter 
of William Sinclair, | 
Viscount Churchill was a Page of Honour 
to Queen Victoria from 1876 to 1881.. He 


acted as Lord Chamberlain at the coronation 


Robes at that of King George V. From 1900 
to 1901 he was Master of the Buckhounds. 
He had been Lord-in-Waiting to Queen 
Victoria and to King Edward VIL, and was 
some time Conseryative Whip in the House of 
Lords. 

Since 1908 Viscount Churchill had been 
chairman of the Great Western Railway. He 
was also chairman of the British Overseas 
Bank, and a director of the P. and O, Steam- 
ship Company. He held many foreign Orders, 
and was a Prince of the Holy Roman Empire. 

Viscount Churchill is succeeded in the title 
by his son, the Honourable Victor Alexander 
Spencer Churchill, aged forty-three, who 
served in the Great War and was mentioned 
in despatches, and also served as a General 
Staff Officer at the War Office. 

Lady Churchill has received a message of 
sympathy from the King and Queen. 


GENERAL SIR E. G. BARROW. 

_ The death occurred yesterday at Milestown, 
Castlebellingham. of General Sir Edmund 
George Barrow, G.C.B., G.C.S.I., aged eighty- 
one. Educated at Marlborough College and 
the Royal Military College, General Sir E. G. 
Barrow was gazetted to the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers in 1871, and im 1874 became a 
lieutenant of the 89th Regiment. Promoted 
captain in 1883, he served in the Afghan 
war of 1878-9 with the Army in India, In 
1282, serving on the General Staff of the 
Indian contingent on the Egyptian Expedition, 
he was present at the capture of Ah Masjid, 
and was subsequently awarded a medal with 
clasp.. In 1887 he became brevet-major and 
hrevet-lieutenant-colonel in 1895. Two years 
later he was present at the battle of Tel-el- 
Kebir, as a member of the Headquarters Staff, 
with the Tirah Expedition. In connection 
with this campaign he was mentioned in 
despatches, awarded military decorations, and 
created a Commander of the Bath. . During 
1898 he was promoted to colonel. In 1900-1 
he was with the China Expedition as Chief- 
of-Staff, having the rank of major-general. In 
the course of the campaign he was mentioned 
in despatches and awarded various honours. 
At its conclusion he was made a Knight Com- 
mander of the Bath, and in 1902 was gazetted 
mnajor-general. 

From 1901-04 he was Military Secretary to 
the Government of India, and from 1904 until 
1908 commanded the Peshawar Division. In 
1905 he had been promoted Lieutenant- 
General, and in 1909, while he was command- 
ing the Southern Army in India, he was 
made General and Grand Commander of the 
Bath. From 1911 to 1913 he acted as 
aide-de-camp to His\ Majesty the King. At 
the outbreak of the Great War he was Mili- 
tary Secretary at the India Office, and in 
1917 became a member of the Council of India, 
holding this post until 1924, He was Colonel 
of the 7th Duke of Connat wn Rajput 
Infantry, and in 1916 recet:-. 2 —xvration 
of Grand Commander of the Star of India. 
He retired from the Army in 1919. 

The son of the late Major-General Joseph 
Lyon Barrow, C.B., R.A., Sir.E. G. Barrow 
married, in 1882, Marion Letitia, daughter of 
the late Rev. W. Story, of Copick, Clogher, 
Tyrone. A son and daughter até living. His 
son, Major R. E. Barrow, formerly of the 
Indian Army, is married to Cecilia Frances, 
daughter of the late Cecil Butler, of Miles- 
town, County Louth. 


MR. WILLIAM HOLMES. | 

Mr. William Holmes, who died ‘in London 
on January 1 at the age of eighty-seven, was 
the second of five sons of the late Robert 
Holmes, of Moycashel, County Westmeath, all 
of whom achieved some distinction in the 
public service, or the world cf letters. The 
eldest, Sir Robert Holmes, was Treasury 
Remembrancer in Ireland; the third, Sir

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TALKS IN ROME 
BEGUN. 


SIR JOHN SIMON 
AND MUSSOLINI. 


DUCE. FIGHTS FOR 
GERMAN EQUALITY. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

ROME, Wednesday. 


á hee long-awaited meeting between Sir 
John Simon and Signor Mussolini 
took place this evening at the Palazzo 
Venezia, and lasted over two hours. 

An official communiqué subsequently 
issued stated that the meeting was 
‘‘ cordial,’’ and that it was decided to con- 
tinue the discussion to-morrow afternoon. 

Sir John Simon spent the whole morn- 
ing and afternoon working on dispatches 
from London, and continued his examina- 
tion of the French memorandum. 

It is understood that the disarmament 
situation was explored at length at this 
evening's. meeting, but no decisions were 
reached, as the conversations are intended 
merely to clarify the points of view of the 
two countries, and not to take hard and 
fast decisions. 

Signor Mussolini also informed Sir John 
Simon of the lines along which he wishes 
to see the League of Nations revised, and 
it was decided to discuss this point to- 
morrow. 

The two statesmen met again at an 
official banquet later in the evening. 


GRANDI CALLED IN. 


While the conversation between Sir John 
and Signor Mussolini was In progress 
there met in another room Signor Suvich, 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs; 
Baron Aloisi, who frequently represents 
Italy at Geneva, and Signor Grandi, the 
Italian Ambassador in London. Signor 
Grandi has come over from London, and 
is being consulted by the Duce in connec- 
tion with the conversations, as he always 
sets great store by his former Minister’s 
advice on international questions. 

The opinion is expressed here that on 
the question of the reduction of arma- 
ments the British and Italian points of 
view are very close. But the real question 
now, it is felt, is not that Germany should 
have 300,000 soldiers, or any other par- 
ticular figure, but that artificial inequali- 
ties created by the peace treaties should 
be removed.

It.is necessary, too, it is felt, that the 
League Covenant itself should be freed 
from the fetters of the peace treaties. .

LEAGUE SHOULD BE 
BRITISH EMPIRE. 


“ In its general lines the reform of the 
League of Nations should be along the 
principles which to-day regulate the 
British Commonwealth of Nations,’’ writes 
the Lavoro Fascista. ‘‘ Apart from one 
exception, which is painful to the heart 
of all Italians (this refers to Malta), one 
cannot see that the nations forming part 
of the British Commonwealth are in any 
way deprived of their rights. It is that 
recognition of the value of natural forces 
which permits the British Commonwealth 
of Nations to maintain its unity. 

‘‘ The same thing should happen for the 
League of Nations,’’ continues the news- 
paper, ‘* and it should be remembered that

the proposals for the constitution of the 


League of Nations, presented at Paris in 
1919 by distinguished British statesmen— 
and notably the proposal of General 
Smuts—were only proposals for the 
application on a larger scale of the prin- 
ciples which are the basis of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.” 

The writer indicates that Articles 8 to 
16 of the League Covenant must be re- 
vised, and Articles 10 and 19 fused into 
cne. 

“The reforms asked for to-day are not 
new ; they correspond substantially to the 
principles which the statesmen, and 
especially the British statesmen, who 
met at Paris for the Peace Conference, 
saw clearly, but had not the courage to 
maintain.’ 


ARMAMENT RACE BEGUN, 


Simultaneously with the meeting be- 


| tween Sir John Simon and Signor Musso- 


lini, there was.tabled in the Chamber of 
Deputies to-night a report on the Italian 
naval estimates for the coming Budget. 

This report utters a warning that the 
world has already entered upon a race in 
naval armaments, 

Responsibility for this appears to be 
attributed in the report to Japan, whose 
penetration of Manchuria has aroused 
American apprehensions and caused her 
to increase her navy. This, in turn, it is 
stated, is leading Great Britain to lay 
down more ships. The report concludes 
with a plea to Europe to get together and 
apply the spirit of the Four-Power Pact 
to naval disarmament.

AGREEMENT, 


INTER-TRADE IN 
COTTON. 


MAXIMUM IMPORTS 
AND EXPORTS. 
ax stot ratte os 
From RevutTer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 


HE Japanese have accepted the Indian 
cotton proposals, and an agreement 
between India and Japan has been reached 
which is to last for three years. — : 
The Japanese are to import into India 
a maximum of 400,000,000 yards of piece 
oods under a fifty per cent. duty. The 
jai is, however, subject to variations to 
correct the effect of exchange fluctuations, 
with a view to maintaining the present 
basis of valuation. 
Under the agreement Japan will be 
allowed to import into India 125,000,000 
yards of piece goods without any obligation 


buy a million bales of cotton in,exchange 
for 525,000,000 yards of piece goods. The 
maximum import permitted is ;,000, 000 
yards in exchange for 1,500,000 bales. An 
excess purchase of cotton for any year is 


creditable the a year. 
Piece goods are divided into four 
categories :—Forty-five per cent. grey, 


bordered grey, and eight per cent. 
bleached. Variation of categories are per- 
missable to the extent of ten per cent. of 
the first two, and twenty per cent. each 
of the latter two, provided that the total 
quota does not exceed the agreement. 


MOST-FA VOURED-NATION - 
TREATMENT. 


The agreement assures Japan of the most 
favoured-nation treatment. 

Japan recognises that it is India’s policy 
to protect and safeguard her industries, 
but she will make representations through 
diplomatic channels whenever she feels 
that a particular tariff works harshly 
against Japan, and can be modified con- 
sistently with Indian policy. 

The agreement is a triumph for Sir 
Joseph Bhore and Mr. Sawada, who 
worked against the heaviest odds to secure 
am agreement between the two Asiatic 
nations, which held direct negotiations for 
the first time. : 

The date of the enforcement of the agree- 
ment will be soon, as it requires no legis- 
lative sanction and is enforceable through 
Government notification. 


WELCOMED IN LANCASHIRE 


The agreement has been hailed with 
enthusiasm by the leaders of the Lanca- 
shire cotton industry in Manchester. 

“I am delighted at this news,” said 
Mr. T. D. Barlow, chairman of the 
Lancashire Committee on Japanese Com- 
petition. ‘“‘It means that we shall be able 
to resume our negotiations with the 
Japanese in London quickly.” 

The negotiations, it was stated. did not 
affect Britain in any material way, except 


the British and Japanese textile dele- 
gates. . : 

“ We could not get together again with 
the hope of reaching a final decision,’ 
said an official of the cotton industry to 
a reporter, ' until the Indian negotiations 


| were out of the way. Though they do not 


definitely concern us in Lancashire, the 
fact that a friendly decision has been 
reached will be all to the good. 

“ We now know that progress is being 
made towards a solution of the general 
problem, and that is bound to be helpful 
to the negotiations in London.”’ 


BOMBAY PRICE RISE. 


The agreement had a bullish effect on 
the cotton market in Bombay. It opened 
at 187 and shot up to 191 in anticipation 
of the agreement, and rose another two 
rupees immediately after the announce- 
ment. Commercial circles express the 
opinion that the agreement will be bene- 
ficial to the Indian cotton-grower. 

It is stated that the agreement will 
exercise a steadying influence on the 
cotton market in Bombay, which for some 
— past has been showing a tendency to 
all.

Afterwards he was all right, kissed her, 
and said good-bye. She was afraid, and took 
a voom for the night. 

Fred Camplin, brother of Mrs. Hunnisett, 
said that his sister had not given Hunniseti 
any cause for jealousy. She went to work 
all day, and was affectionate. Hunnisett was 
clever with the violin, which became an 
obsession with him, but he could not make 
eny commercial headway with it. 

Mr. Oddie said that, judging by the letter 
which he left, Hunnisett was very intelli- 
gent, but obviously his mind had given way. 
Finally he became jealous of his wife with- 
out any reason.

Major E. F. Eager, of the Royal Berkshire 
Regiment, hurried to London from Reading 
to break the news to Colonel Appleyard. 

Private Appleyard was the youngest of 
Colonel Appleyard’s three sons. The eldest, 
Mr. Wilfred Appleyard, is now at Sand- 
hurst, and the second, Mr. Harold Apple- 
yard, is in the Navy. He recently had leave 
from H.M.S. Durban, and met his young 
brother. 

It is stated that when Appleyard returned 
to the barracks. on Tuesday night he dis- 
cussed with men in the messroom various 
methods of taking vone's life. It was the 
first occasion, according to friends, that he 
had ever mentioned the question of suicide. 


HAPPY AS A SOLDIER.

He joined up as a pone, but he hoped to 
get a commission. He had the Army in his 
blood, and wanted to follow his brother's 
footsteps.” :

AIR CRASH. 


MAST AT RUYSSELEDE.

In the course of an exhaustive examination 
of all the possible causes of the accident to 
the air liner Apollo, the experts charged with 
eestablishing the facts seem to have come to 
the conclusion that the aircraft did not 
actually collide with the wireless pylon itself, 
but with one of its supporting cab 


be cleared up, it seems that this is the most 
likely thesis to be held, It appears that the 
aeroplane originally hit one of the higher 
cables on the northern side of the pylon, and 
that it was this that cut the right wing ol 
the machine. That, it seems, provoked. a 


gave way in its turn, thus bringing about the 
smashing of the upper part of the pylon 
itself. 

This part of the pylon, broken off, creshed 
in its fal against the south-eastern cables, 
thus breaking this batch of cables and bring- 
ing about the collapse of the middle part of 
“the pylon, which fell to the east, 

This recnstruction of the accident explains 
the position in which the broken part of the 
aeroplane’s wing was found, as well as the 
direction of the fall of the component parts 
of the pylon. co 

The remains of three of the ten victims of 
the accident were conveyed to Doyer to-m ght 
by the mail steamer Ville de Liege. he 
three coffins were placed on board at Ostend, 
and rested in the hold of the vessel during 
the journey. They were covered with Union 
Jacks, and the national flag of Belgium was 
flying at half-mast at the stern. | 

A number of British and Belgian officials 
were present on the quayside at Ostend when 
the bodies — those of Mr. J. M. Gittins 
(pilot), Mr. H. G. Loch (assistant pict) 
and Mr. A. D. D. Brown—were embarked. 

Altogether the bodies of six of the eight 
English victims arrived in England during 
the day, and the others travelling by the 
Antwerp-Harwich route. ae

President. Roosevelt's speech to Congress 
was construed as being somewhat disappoint- 
ing by the Steck Exchange. The trend of 
the market was downward over the. greater 
part of the session, ‘but the closing losses 
were confined to a maximum of 2 points. 
Sales amounted to 1,380,000 shares. 

Prices were steady at the opening. In 
spite « the firmness of wheat and cotton, 
traders were inclined to hold off during the 
morning, and the market was featureless, with 
quotations drifting slightly lower.

Operators turned to Congress and Mr. 
Roosevelt’s message for inspiration in the 
afternoon. Though at the hegintting there 
was little news unduly to whet the specula- 
tive appetite, the market maintained a steady 
undertone, with some scattered advances of 
fractions to 2. 

With the dollar firming up, the market 
was subjected to selling in the late dealings, 
but prices finished above the day’s low levels. 
The close was easy. 

The financial district is eagerly awaiting 
the annual Budget message which the Presi- 
dent is expected to read to Congress to- 
morrow. Wall street generally expects that 
there will be no great excitement during 
the present Congress, and that the legislators 
as a whole will be disposed to concur witb 
Mr. Roosevelt in whatever further recovery 
measures are proposed.

SOCIETY AWAITING

Nearly 5,690 wine glasses packed in barrels 
in the cellars of the White House await the 
orders of Mr. Roosevelt to be taken out and 
set once more upon the President’s banquet 
table. They are relics of the days beiore 
Prohibition, states Reuter from Washington, 
and they have been consigned to oblivion for 
the past twelve years. 

An official announcement as to whether the 
White House will become '“ wet’’ once more 
is expected soon after Congress reassembles, 

This delay after the repeal of the national 
prohibition law is necessary, because the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which includes Washing- 
ton, has its own local dry law, which can be 
repealed only by Congress. Official society in 
Washington is waiting with some interest for 
the President's verdict, for his wife is known 
to be an ardent personal teetotaller. When 
5.2 per cent. beer was made legal earlier in 
the year, Mrs. Roosevelt agreed that it should 
be served in the White House, saying: “I 
would not dream of imposing my own convic- 
tions on other people as lor; as they live up 
to the law of the land.”’
